AT FT. SHERIDAN 


Plates to Be Inspected 
After Men Leave

[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .} 

Fort Sheridan, III., Nov. 3.—If there 
is any.one thing being guarded against 
more than anything else at the reserve 
officers’ training camp it is the waste, 
of food. At an inspection of the messes 
this morning it was found that one 
candidate left two ounces of butter on 
his plate after he had finished nis 
breakfast and that others left smaller 
amounts.

Complaints Up 30 per Cent. 


“During the three months ending

had a similar experience, and the in- 
crease in juvenile delinquency in Eng- 
land during the third year of the war 
was 34 per cent more than during the 
second year. 

“The war tends to accentuate those 


produce juvenile crime. Since the war 
began, the nominal increase in wages 
has been 25 per cent and the cost of 
food is up 47 per cent. Physical vi- 
tality is being weakened. Families are 
forced to move into poorer neighbor- 
hoods, which means a less favorable 
environment for the child. 4 


Can Teach Thrift. 


Prof. Allan Hoben of the University 
of Chicago said there is much in the 
War situation that can be used for the 
distinct advantage of the boy. He 
mentioned the first aid work of the 
Boy Scouts, the movement in the 
schools to make articles for the sol- 
diers and for war refugees, the oppor- 
tunities to preach thrift effectively by 
combining it with patriotism, and the 
boy-to-the-farm movement.
